The 
priests wear maguiiiceiit robes embroid- 
ered with gold cresses, aud sacred ban- 
ners are borue before them. Two dea- 
cons curry a portrait cf Christ and the 
Virgin Mary. 


The godfathers give the high priest 


nine wax caudles, which ure lighted 
and fastened across tho four. The priest

and consecrates the water with many 
ceremonies. Then a procession is formed 
round riie font by those taking wart in 
tha ceremony, each one bearing a light- 
ed was taper.

imes in the water, pronouncing the 
vords, "I baptize theo in tho inamo of 
the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost." 


Tho cross, which has been given bv 


the godfather, the child is under obliga'- 
tions to wear all its life. If this cross 
be not, found upon the child at death, 
the priest says to the godparents, the 
child may not have Christian burial, 
even though ho bo tho son of a hundred 
kings. A particular saint is also assign- 
ed to the child, whose imago ho ia 
charged to cherish with special devotion. 


Holy oil, or chrism, which is used at 


elaborate ceremony. There ii a copper 
vase, overlaid with pearl and called ala- 
baster, in which is kept the original oil 
sent from Constantinople when Chris- 
tianity was introduced into Russia, A 
few drops are taken to prepare tha 
chrism and are replaced with other oil, 
so tho quantity never decreases. Wine, 
roses, lavender, balsams and spices are 
mixed with the oil. 


Forty days after tho birth of tho child 


its mother, the empress, is "churched," 
and the infant is received visibly iuto 
Christ's church by the giving of its first 
sacrament.

The social functions attendant upon a ' 


birth in the rovul family are very elab- 
orate. They last several days. All the 
riches and magnificence of the court, imd 
nobility are displayed. At night tho il- 
luminations transform 
the capitals. 


Lamps, ure removed from tho street 
posts, and in their places shine illumi- 
nated stars and circles. All house fronts, 
roofs and chimneys are outlined witli 
lights. 
The trees are full of festoons of 


Chinese lanterns, aud from every limb 
bang globes of glass in red, yellow, blue 
and greeu, each formed ami iinug so as 
to resemble fruit. Tho houses of the no- 
bility look like fairy palaces. Tho g»r- 
dens are ablaze with light, and every- 
where appear the burning monograms 
of the emperor uud empress. 


On tho day the child rlous its first 


shoes the czarina gives 300 or 400 pairs
